being homosexual and Catholic

oday I'd like offer pre-holi- 
day Mass, liturgy inner peace and 
trust,” the young priest says, explaining 
that too sometimes finds himself de- 
son joy and festivity. Sunday 
evening during Thanksgiving week, and 
the narrow, high-ceilinged room over- 
flowing.

Despair deception in- 
volved drove hiin suicide attempt, af- 
ter which concluded that had 
come out, whatever the price. founded 
chapter Dignity Detroit and even- 
tually agreed newspaper interview 
about being gay and Catholic, decision 
which cost him his column and, event- 
ually, his job. But instead abandoning

The IRS 
sympathizes 


With the Tax Reform Act 1976, 
the federal government acknowledged 
the growing number two-career 
families with children giving such 
parents better tax break for child 
care. 

The liberalized law removes income 
limitations and applies families 
which one both parents work part- 
time. Full-time students married 
wage-earners are eligible for the first 
time, are parents who pay relatives 
care for their kids. 
supposed withholding Social 
Security taxes from their relatives’ 
pay, too.) 

Most important, the law treats child 

‘care credit, not deduction. 
Taxpayers can claim percent 
their childcare expenses, 
maximum $400 for one child and 
$800 for two more, and subtract the 
credit directly from their taxes. The 
credit amounts much less than most 
working parents actually pay, even for 
part-time child care, but will save 
them some money.

The Massachusetts Office for 
Children inspects and licenses both 
day-care centers and family day-care 
homes. Its approval one the few 
guides available-to working parents 
faced with confusing array day- 
care which range price 
form $85 per week, and 
quality rrom the stimulating, 
professionally staffed facility the 
most basic babysitting. 

There are about 150 licensed day- 
care centers Boston alone. 
addition undergoing scrutiny 
building, fire, health and lead-paint 
inspectors, each center must meet 
minimal requirements for space, staff 
qualifications and staff-to-child ratio. 
Each regional office the Office for 
Children keeps list the 
day-care centers its area; for 
Boston’s list, call 727-8898. 

People who care for children their 
homes are also supposed apply for 
state certification, though many 
not allow their certification lapse. 
The requirements differ: these 
cases, the Office for Children less 
concerned with the qualifications 
the person charge than with such 
safety factors stairway gates and 
covered electrical outlets. The rules 
require access outdoor play space 
and prohibit corporal punishment and 
verbal abuse. The family day-care 
coordinator for Boston (727-8898) 
estimates that about 155 homes the 
city, 2100 statewide, have the required 
state certificate.

Cover the tin with heavy-duty foil and 
place the pan cold oven. Set the tem- 
perature 350 degrees and cook the hens 
for minutes until the juice runs clear 
when the thickest part the thigh 
pierced with skewer. 

Transfer the hens platter and cov- 
them again with the foil keep them 
warm.

ing tin back into one the skillets and

Just before serving, let the sauce boil 
for one minute, then remove from the 
heat. Stir the Dijon mustard off the 
heat and once pour the sauce over the 
hens. Garnish them with parsley and 
serve them.

Traveling air 

surprise that airplanes 
are far the fastest and most 
convenient way travel between 
major Eastern cities; unfortunate- 
ly, airports are usually healthy 
distance from the cities they 
serve, and the way you choose 
cover has lot with the 
overall time and cost the trip. 

course, the fastest way from 
the airport your door vice 
versa taxi; it’s also the least 
trouble. But cab expensive 
about from Boston Logan 
and from LaGuardia 
Manhattan and you want 
save money taking other 
means transportation, you 
should willing sacrifice 
some time. For example, the buses 
and that regularly 
prowl the major terminals will 


take you your neighborhood 
for roughly third the stan- 
dard cab fare, though when you 
consider the initial waiting time 
combined with the time takes 
get home from the drop-off point, 
may not seem worth the 
savings. The same goes for Bos- 
ton’s new Share-A-Cab system. 
The idea behind this program 
that people who are going the 
same general direction meet 
Share-A-Cab booth (located near 
the baggage claim area all the 
terminals) and split the taxi for 
reduced rate. This service 
guaranteed, you sign and 
one else appears who going 
your way, you will still get the 
reduced rate about one-half the 
normal fare but have 
wait the required minutes 
before you can leave. During 
busy times there seldom wait; 
late night, however, those 
minutes pass very slowly. 

Then there public transpor- 
tation. cheap, usually more 
than dollar (remember, New 
York subways cost cents), yet 
things are moving slowly (they 
usually are), the time takes 
travel from the airport could 
almost completely nullify the time 
you save flying. Boston, for 
example, the traveler has make 
three connections between the air- 
port and Back Bay; New 
those bound for Manhattan from 
LaGuardia must via Jackson 
Heights, Queens. The only time 
mass transportation worth- 
while when, during heavy 
travel periods (such 
Thanksgiving and Christmas), 
automobile traffic backed up. 
times like these, the subways 
will crowded, but they least 
will move. Otherwise, public 
transportation from the airport 
just isn’t worth the trouble. 


Trains 

The nice thing about trains 
that they generally drop you off 
right the middle town, 
which saves time, cab fare, and 
irritation. They also cost half 
much airplanes. These two ad- 
vantages combined can make the 
Boston-to-New York ride at- 
tractive proposition. However, 
longer trips, further down the 
East Coast, the difference 
travel time between train and 
plane gets more dramatic. For ex- 
ample, trip plane from 
Boston Philadelphia, with cabs 
and from the airports, averages

about. two-and-a-quarter 
the same trip train takes seven, 
which lot extra time for 
$32 savings (with cabs plane 
Philadelphia $59; train 
$27). 

Still, you have the time and 
are appreciative mood (for 
few hours the train travels along 
the Rhode Island and Connecticut 
shoreline), Amtrak can relax- 
ing alternative air travel.

there neither liquor nor 
snack bar, and the view usually 
gray and boring. this 
bad enough, the toilets 
often resemble cross beween 
swamp and open sewer. And 
for all that, you don’t even save 
money: one-way bus fare 
between Boston and New York 
$19.45, nickel less than the 
train. But least the buses are 
convenient (between the two ma- 
jor bus companies, Greyhound 
and Trailways, bus leaves 
Boston for New York every hour 
the day) and their stations are 
even more centrally located than 
train stations. 

One bus company you may not 
have heard the New York 
shuttle (354-6207), 
which makes weekend runs 
between New York and Boston 
(the pick-up and drop-off point 
front 100 Commonwealth 
Avenue, Boston). This vehicle 
not the standard Greyhound 
variety ‘65 Chevy school 
bus but the service offers very 
low fare ($10) and looser, more 
enjoyable atmosphere than 
likely find any the es- 
course.

Saving Simon from himself 


Dreyfuss invigorates Goodbye 
formula romance

THE GOODBYE GIRL. Directed Her- 
bert Ross. Written Neil Simon. With 
Richard Dreyfuss, Marsha Mason and 
Quinn Cummings. the Cheri, the 
Chestnut Hill and the suburbs. 


Simon’s latest stage play, Chap- 
ter Two, has been receiving plaudits that 
suggest Annie Hall, once autobiog- 
raphy and breakthrough into Art. The 
Goodbye Girl, his enjoyable new movie 
(the 13th made from his material), 
not Art, nor breakthrough, nor even de- 
parture from Simon’s 
Again, there’s odd couple battling its 
way toward romance New York City. 
Again lovingly satirized show- 
biz ambiance, gaggle absurdly over- 


drawn supporting characters and 


onslaught jokes. The film calcu- 
lated, predictable, shameless its heart- 
tugging, and often scarcely credible. 
Why, then, damned entertaining? 

Much the reason Richard Drey- 
fuss, whose career since his fireball in- 
carnation Duddy Kravitz has other- 
wise been disappointing. Dreyfuss 
seemed thrown away the shark expert 
Jaws and somewhat miscast the 
regular guy meet the UFOs 
Close Encounters. Neither role made 
much use his greatest asset, that diz- 
zying, apparently boundless nervous en- 
ergy. But Elliot Garfield, young Chi- 
cago actor who’s come New York 
break into Off-Off-Broadway, Dreyfuss 
manages something rather exciting: with- 
out sacrificing his bustle, becomes 
believable, endearing romantic lead. 
Prickly, aggressively bearded and ego- 
maniacal, tears around the small apart- 
ment shares with unwilling ex- 
chorine (Marsha Mason) and her 10- 
year-old daughter like fire engine with 
all its sirens on, knocking, out one-liners 
bewildering array voices and ac- 
cents. virtuoso performance that 
knocks the stuffing out several. time- 
worn cliches. Hollywood canon, 
manic energy men neurotic, there- 
fore unromantic. But short, barrel-hipped 
Dreyfuss throws off sparks like live 
wire without ever seeming short-cir- 
cuit. His energy resource can chan- 
nel into relationships well stage per- 
formances. For the first time his movie 
career, he’s actually sexy. 

first, Marsha Mason’s Paula 
McFadden appears just fascinating. 
aging hoofer been loved and left 
succession handsome actors, she’s 
developed set defenses that would 
defeat storm trooper though trouper 
Dreyfuss finally manages break 
through. Mason, Neil Simon’s real-life 
wife, exceptionally warm, vulner- 
able, naturalistic performer who can 
bring tears your eyes almost will. 
But misconceived her charac- 
ter. appealing enough match 
Dreyfuss’s Garfield, Paula should 
witty and somewhat stoic, plucky, 
graceful woman struggling bear her 
growing hopelessness. Instead, she’s 
whiner who groans her way through 
dance classes and complains her way 
through pre-audition butterflies. hate 
that 
she says. actors find 
her such dreary company. 

This movie could just well end two- 
thirds the way through, when Mason 
and Dreyfuss collapse each 
arms. But Simon has tricky way pro- 
longing his plays. tacks moral di- 
lemma, Conflict which must re- 
solved before the inevitable happy end- 
ing. Here, Paula must learn that people 
all bad; she has open and ac- 
cept love when the real thing comes 
along. This the sort fatuous, dewy 
homily that often supports sweet ro- 
mances, the kind where frolic end- 
lessly the park (or, alternatively, -in 
Paris). And The Goodbye Girl, worn- 
out romantic devices abound: there are 
ners (that’s how poor people fall love), 
and worse, there’s Mason’s precocious 
10-year-old daughter Lucy, who always

The most hilarious moments are the 
live-action scenes, shot sleazy style 
which combines early Stan Brakhage 
claustrophobic closeup with 42nd Street 
off-off-color. The venerable Stokowski 
has been replaced gluttonous, leer- 
ing stuffed shirt who alternately cajoles 
and bullies his orchestra tittering old 
them dressed for the oc- 
best rhinestones. The cartoon sequences 
are the product Werner Herzog look- 
alike artist literally chaired his contract. 
The general seediness and slapstick in- 
eptitude presided over Bryl- 
with all the 
flourish used-car salesman. Where

While the pomposities classical con- 
certs and the saccharine daydreams the 
Disney studios are easy enough send 
up, Allegro Non Troppo does with 
such bawdy gusto and crackpot hilarity 
that you wind regaining some your 
respect for the genuine creativity 
revolutionary artist like Stravinsky. The 
effect rollicking art ulti- 
mately liberating: frees the mind from 
both the yokes sacred cows and the 


set-up straight out vaude- 
ville, and its punch line 


Such gags humor what tau- 


tology logic: perfectly circu- 
lar and perfectly meaningless. Only 
speed saves them from fall- 
ing flat. 

This highly conservative comedy 
writing; indeed conservatism ex- 
tends his treatment characters. 
him, Dreyfuss because 
meditates the morning, sleeps the 
buff and eschews Cocoa Puffs; those 
standards, good portion his audi- 
ence would wacko. And 
Paula absurdly retrograde; she changes 
from whiner before true love arrives 
bland little hausfrau afterwards, redec- 
orating the living room while her man 
bringing home the bacon. Although 
viewers may warmed when her gloom 
lifts, many them will find Paula just 
pathetic before. Why she docile? 
Has she decided that she’s devoid tal- 
ent and must depend man for salva- 
tion? Whatever the answer, even half- 
hearted feminists may wind feeling 
been had.

flashes back its real beginning 
1901 the day Giuseppe Ver- 
died. implication, when 
Verdi died certain unifying gen- 
19th-century liberalism 
triotism died with him, re- 
placed the fierce and sordid 
ideological struggles the 20th 
century. part, the movie. 
about the persistence 19th-cen- 
tury ways life after the values 
the 19th century have disap- 
peared. 

1900 held together that 
bond, and Brueghelesque 
feeling for work being done 
crops planted, nurtured and 
reaped through decades and fi- 
nally through generations. its 
best the movie almost unbear- 
ably rich physical and sen- 
suous detail. The palpable thick- 
ness summer air, hazy and 
damp the heat; the lemon- 
green abundance earth and 
woods; the dark heavy paneling 
the old manor house and the 
equally dark but moldy interiors 
the peasants’ houses; the slate- 
gray desolation Fascist atroci- 
ties the rain and winter mud; 
the Communist parades and fu- 
neral processions with marchers 
bedecked red all this 
physical glory richly romantic; 
life lived the utmost and 
captured with the immediacy that 
the cinema’s glory above all 
other art forms. 

But after drunk the

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full, kind satiation and even 
disgust sets in: the phys- 
ical and visual vir- 
tuosity are the service only 
very few ideas, and not terribly 
interesting well-defined ideas 
that. For instance, there’s hard- 
the entire script. Every time one 
Bertolucci’s magnificent-look- 
ing peasants opens his mouth, out 
comes some sort over-hearty, 
expostulation awk- 
wardly dubbed English.

geois show-off idea 
what peasant attitudes are. 

Since farmers are often among 
the most reactionary elements 


this country, bit shock 
see them portrayed heroic 
political vanguard. Such unan- 
imous political virtue! According 
1900, the peasants the Emi- 
lia are instinctively anti- 
Fascist pro-Communist. 
Now, know there’s been 
long tradition both industrial 
and agrarian radicalism 
part Italy, but except for few 
brief and meaningless scenes, 
Bertolucci doesn’t show anyone 
indoctrinating the peasants so- 
cialism communism. Presum- 
ably men and women such 
blessedly easy terms with nature 
would reject the unnatural odors 
fascism first whiff. It’s 
pleasant idea, but can true? 
Italian Fascism was-an immense- 
popular mass movement, and 
Mussolini was power for over 
years; there must have been 
others drawn him rural areas 
besides Bertolucci’s unholy alli- 
ance landowners, petty-bour- 
geois opportunists 
shirted bullies. Bertolucci grew 
this and doubt the 
time was teenager (in the ear- 
none the farmers 
would admit having been be- 
liever years earlier which 
hardly means there any. 


Communism masse, and Ber- 
tolucci unfurls the red flags, ban- 
ners, armbands and kerchiefs. 
gets carried away the pos- 
sibilities for spectacle that 
doesn’t explain one the basic 
realities Italian leftist politics 
the period from 1917 the end 
World War II: some agricultural 
workers may have been ready 
embrace Communism, but the 
leaders the Italian Communist 
Party were extremely wary 
radicalized peasantry. They were 
not eager, for instance, see the 
peasants divide the land among 
themselves. When Bertolucci 
shows his Communist peasants 
trying start agrarian rev- 
very lonely fantasy.. Even the 
sainted Italian Communist leader 
Antonio Gramsci believed that 
the agricultural workers should 
what the industrial workers 
and their leaders told them do. 
Surely Bertolucci knows that 
when Communists actually take 
power they often treat the peas- 
ants abominably, forcing them 
into collectives, herding them into 
cities become industrial work- 
ers, eliminating groups that re- 
sist and on. matter what 
Communist propagandists say, 
the peasants are rarely the heroes 
revolution modern indus- 
trialized countries. Indeed, Ber- 
saga peasant nobility 
would have made historical sense 
only were story betrayal 
and disillusion but he’s not 
tough enough make that mo- 
vie. 

The sad thing about 1900 
that varieties evil 
are unconvincing his uni- 
form standard good. The 
Conformist, the central character 
(played Jean-Louis Trintig- 
nant), repressed homosexual, 
was drawn Fascism out de- 
though the explanation poli- 
tical leanings terms sexual 
hang- -ups was unconvincing, Ber- 
tolucci was least attempting 
understand that typical modern 
villain, the man who drifts into 
evil, committing crimes without 
conviction. 1900 the director 
has cast Robert Niro sim- 
ilar role murderously passive 
young landowner who allows 
Fascism flourish his estate 
but given Niro any- 
thing play. Niro, speaking 
his flat New York English, has 
idea how dramatize lack 
conviction (this conformist nev- 
acts, never even struggles in- 
side), and the movie becomes em- 
barrassingly vague whenever 
around. Bertolucci may feel that 
tragedy was that far too 
many its men were hollow, but 
build around the 
idea hollowness. 

With his overtly evil char- 


acters, Bertolucci goes back his 
old game operatic excess 
only this time he’s switched from 
the high gloss of. ambiguously 
strain gothic high jinks. His 
relish for the Fascists makes 
little uneasy. The evil landown- 
ers fur coats (they look like 
corrupt warrior-kings Wag- 
ner opera) may strike 
ually satisfying villains, but the 
only way the 
black-shirted estate foreman 
(Donald Sutherland) and his 
cackling witch-consort (Laura 
Betti) with disbelief and dis- 
may. You really laugh when 
Sutherland and Betti hiss and 
bare their fangs -because what 
Bertolucci requires them 
too horrifying sodomizing 
little boy and then bashing his 
head in, murdering old widow 
and hanging her from spiked 
fence, etc. useless say 
some critics have that their bes- 
tiality metaphor for Fascism; 
violence this extreme can’t 
metaphor for anything but itself.

wife the snowy woods; Berto- 
lucci seemed more interested 
bringing out the color contrast 
between blood and snow than 
making any political/moral point, 
and the callous aestheticism the 
scene finally became unbearable. 

There are similar splits be- 
tween meaning and effect 
1900. the climactic Liberation 
Day sequence, which 
landowner charged with 
the crime exploitation the 
peasants mock trial, the 
groups rushing and fro across 
enclosed courtyard may af- 
ford the viewer purely formal 
delight even rejects the poli- 
tics childish.

There have been some very 
good political films recent 
years Costa-Gavras’s early
